If any Student be guilty of improper 
behaviour in the Schools, and doth - not 
quietly ſubmit to the rules and orders eſta- 
bliſhed for theit regulation, or ſhall not 
behave with proper civility and reſpect to 
the officers of the Royal Academy, it ſhall 
be in the power of the Council, upon com-

There ſhall be weeks ſet out in the Aca- 
demy one or more plaiſter figures, by the 
Keeper, for the Students to draw after ; and 
no Student thall preſume to move the ſaid 
figures out of the places where they have 
been ſet by the Keeper, without his leave 
rt obtained for that Kai.

When any 3 hath: 3 polſeton 
of a place in the Antique Academy, he ſhall 
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not 4* removed out of it till the week 3 in 
which he hath taken it is expired. 


The antique Academy ſhall be open every 
day, (Sundays and vacation times excepted) 
from eleven in the morning till two in the 
afternoon. 


This Academy ſhall be open in the even- 
ing, at the ſame hours as the Academy of 
living models 


When the Student hath done draw- 
ing or modelling, he ſhall put out his 
candle; and while drawing or modelling, 
he ſhall be careful to keep. it under the 
bell. 


Rules and Orders relating fo the 
Schools of Dogs. 


The model ſhall be ſet by the Viſitor, 
and continue in the attitude two hours, 
(by the hour glaſs) excluſive of the time 
required for reſting, Each model to fit 
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three or more nights, at the diſcretion of 
the Viſitor. 


While the Viſitor is ſetting the model, 
the Students ſhall draw lots for their places, 
of which they ſhall take poſſeſſion as ſoon 
as the Viſitor hath ſet the figure. 


During the time the model is ſitting, 
the Students ſhall remain quiet in their 


places. And no Student ſhall be permitted 


to ſtay in the living or antique Academy, 


unleſs he is employed in drawing or mos 


delling. 


None but Members and Students ſhall 
be admitted into the Academy, during 
the time the female model is fitting. 


Rules and Orders of the Library. 


The Library ſhall be open every Monday 


during the meetings of the Academy. 


No perſon ſhall be permitted to trace or 
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chalk any pictures, drawings, or prints ; 
nor ſhall they be permitted to uſe any ink, 
black or red chalks, but black-lead pencils 
only; nor to uſe bread. 


Rovers Member or Student ſhall re- 
place the books which he hath taken down 
into their proper places, as ſoon as he hath 
done with them ; and no perſon ſhall take 
down more than two books at a time. 


Rules and Orders for the Exhibition. 


No performance, when delivered, and 
admitted in the Royal Exhibition, and 
printed in the catalogue, ſhall be taken 
away on any pretence, before the Exhibi- 
tion for that year ends. Nor, after the 
KiNG has ſeen the Exhibition, or the Ex- 
| hibition is opened for the public, ſhall any 

picture or other performance be received. 


No picture copied from a picture or 
print, a drawing from a drawing, drawings 
from pictures, a medal from a medal, a 
chaſing from a chaſing, a model from a

model, or any other ſpecies of Sculpture, 
or any copy whatever, ſhall be admitted in 
the Exhibition. 
N. B. This rule extends to honorary ex- 
hibitors. * 


No picture, model, or deſign, that has 
gained a premium, no needle-work, ar- 
tificial flowers, cut paper, ſhell-work, 
models in coloured wax, or any ſuch per- 
formances, ſhall be admitted i in the Ex- 
hibition. 


No picture to be received without a gilt 
frame. 


No picture, &c., &c., ſhall be received 
after the time limited for the reception is 
expired. 


The arrangement or diſpoſition of the 
paintings, ſculptures, models, deſigns in. 
architecture, &c. for public view, ſhall be 
entirely left to the Council, or to a Com- 
mittee Romy by them. 


As ſoon as the time limited for Coll 
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to the Royal Academy the works of Art 
offered for Exhibition is expired, the Coun- 
cil ſhall attend immediately to receive or 
reject the ſame, which they have full power 
and authority to do by the laws of the 
Academy. 


No perſon can be admitted into the rooms 
before the Exhibition opens, the Council 
and neceſſary ſervants excepted. 


Whoever exhibits with any other Society 
at the time that his works are exhibited in 
the Exhibition of the Royal Academy, ſhall 
neither be admitted as a candidate for an 
Aſſociate, nor his performances be received 
the following year. 

N. B. This prohibition extends to one 
year only. | 


The exhibitors who deſire to become Aſ- 
ſociates ſhall, within one month after the 
cloſe of each Exhibition, in which their 
works have been exhibited, write their 
names on a liſt, which liſt ſhall be put up 
in the Royal Academy for that purpole, 
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The exhibitors, who only exhibit draws 
ings, cannot be admitted candidates for 


being elected Aſſociates, unleſs ſuch ex- 
hibitors be architects. 


All exhibitors ſhall have free admittanc: 
during the whole time of the Exhibition, 
though they are not Members of the * 
Academy. 


Every Student in the Royal Academy 
(not an exhibitor) ſhall have a ticket to 
admit him four different days to the Ex- 
hibition. 
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
